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"REPORT OF SELECTMEN. 


To the Town of Rutland: — 

Fellow Citizens : — The past year has been one of no unusual 
or extraordinary expense on the part of the town except in re- 
spect to highways. The had condition of several of our roads 
would alone have induced us to tnal.e a liberal appropriation for 
their repair, but we had the additiov.nl spur of threatened indict- 
ments, which could not have beeu safely disregarded as onr roads 
were situated. Strenuous efforts were made at the September 
Term of Court, to get the two highways leading to MendoD 
indicted, but fortunately for the town the efforts failed, and the 
money that would otherwise have been required to pay the ex- 
pense of litigation was sufficient to put botli roads in respectable 
condition ; much better indeed than they have been in for years 
before. The amount expended on the turnpike was $812 05, 
and on the Green street road $98 96. 

We have also been obliged to rebuild (he abutment and wing 
walls at the east end of the bridge across Otter Creek at Suth- 
erland Falls, at an expense of $740, and to build a support to 
the Ripley bridge across Otter Creek at Center Rutland, at an 
expense of $200. We have also expended small amounts in 
repairing other highways during the year. 

There have been laid out and established since last annual 
meeting the following highways, viz : 

1. The Morse road, so-called. ruDDing north from West 
street, in the village of Rutland, through land of M. G. Everts, 
Philip Edgerton and E. A. Morse. This was laid by a Court’s 
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Committee, and land damages were awarded as follows, viz : to 
M. Gr. Everts SI, to E. A. Morse $1, to Philip EJgerton $700. 

2. Road in West Rutland, west of marble quarries, laid by 
Court’s Committee ; land damages awarded Wm. F. Barnes, 
$625. This road is nearly two hundred rods long, and is con- 
tracted to be built at ten dollars per rod — eighteen feet wide and 
two and one-half feet thick — consisting of one and one half feet 
stone and one loot gravel. 

3 . Lane twenty-one feet wide running through from Grove 
to Spring street, in the village of Rutland, laid by selectmen ; 
land damages awarded Arvin F. Spencer, $1,066 66. 

4. Short piece of road running westerly from the railroad, 
crossing south of Sutherland Falls depot, laid hy selectmen — no 
land damages charged — expense of building, $80. We at the 
same time discontined the highway beginning at said depot, and 
running south through the Sutherland Falls marble mill yard to 
said crossing. 

We have been out on petitions for highways as follows, viz : 

1. Petition for a highway running north from Colonel R. 
Proctor’s residence across East Creek to “ Tater Street,” so 
called, which we refused to lay, and a court’s committee has 
been appointed, but lias not yet been out. The lowest estimated 
expense of building this road was abont $6,000 ; and although 
the selectmen appreciated the advantage and convenience which 
it would afford if built, they did not feel at liberty to add this to 
the already somewhat burdensome debt of the town. 

2. Petition, numerously signed, to extend Willow Street 
through to Merchants’ Row, which was refused for substantially 
the same reason as in petition 1. The land damages claimed 
were $10,500. 

8. Petition for an extension of East Street through to the 
Turnpike, and to open Terrill Street through to this extension, 
upon which final action has not yet been taken. 

4, 'Petition for highway running from the road on west side 
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of Otter Creek, near Joel Mead’s house, to the Spencer marble 
quarry, which we refused to lay. 

The highways laid out prior to last annual meeting, but built 
since, or in process of construction, are as follows, viz : 

1. Prospect Street, in the village of Rutland, contracted at 

$200 00. 

2. Road running south from Barnes’ Hotel, at West Rutland, 
built at cost of $75, and land damages awarded Wm. F. Barnes 
$275, by referees this year. 

Highways laid and established prior to last annual meeting, 
but not built or in process of building, are as follows, viz : 

1. Highway from “ Nebraska,” beginning at the west end of 
River Street, and running westerly across Otter Creek ; estimated 
cost of building, including bridge, from 88,000 to $12,000. 

2. Highway from “ Nebraska,” beginning at south end of 
Forest Street and running southerly to the Billings road ; cost 
of building estimated at about $1,000. Land damages awarded, 
but not yet paid, about $900. 

There is also a petition pending for a highway running from 
Chittenden down East Creek, but nothing has been done about 
it during the year ; the estimated cost, if built, is from 85,000 
to $7,000. 

There are still other petitions for highways which the Select- 
men have not yet acted upon. 

There is also a claim for land damages for land at corner of 
Center Street and Merchants’ Row, within the surveyed limits of 
Center Street, as originally laid out, which claim is referred to 
a board of arbitrators for final settlement. 

The town have settled claims for damages arising from 
insufficiency of highways with the following persons, viz : 

Alfred Hull and wife, for injury to wife occasioned by defect- 
ive sidewalk, $300. 

D. D. Whitker and wife, for injury to wife occasioned by 
defective sidewalk, $80, and medical expenses about $20. 
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Erastus Parmelee, for injury to self and wagon, occasioned by 
defect in highway near Sutherland Falls, $50. 

There is one other suit pending where damages are claimed on 
account of insufficiency of highway. 

Four iugane paupers have beeu taken to the asylum for the 
insane, at Brattleboro, during the year, all as State charges. 

For some years past, two persons of the same class, viz: 
Mary Egan and Morgan Rice, have been at said asylum as town 
charges, whom the selectmen became satisfied should have been 
sent as State charges. The expense of these persons to the 
town up to January, 1808, amounted to $713 68. The probable 
prospective expense, as reported by the Superintendent of the 
asylum, was several thousand dollars. We therefore instituted 
proceedings for a re-hearing iu these cases as to whether these 
persons should be town or State charges. The cases were heard 
before the proper tribunal — the State’s Attorney appearing in 
behalf of the State — and both cases were decided iu favor of 
the town, and these persons became thereafter State charges. 
The amount paid by the town is a valid charge against the State, 
and a claim for the same should be presented by the next board 
of selectmen. 

No judgments have beeu recovered against the town during 
the past year. The case of Suit v. Patch, in which the town 
was the real defendant, aud which was a claim for a quantity of 
liquor to the amount of $700 or $800, that was seized under pro- 
cess of law two or three years since, has been discontinued, aud 
the claim abandoned. 

We would also call the attention of the town to the condition of 
the buildings on the town farm. We built one small barn last sum- 
mer, and that is the only decent building there ; all the others, as 
an abiding place for human beings, are an outrage upon human- 
ity. We have been powerless to do more than was done, in re- 
building and repairing, tor want of means. We believe that if 
these buildings' stood where the public could not avoid seeing

them, they would not be allowed to disgrace the town another 
year. We would therefore recommend that special action be 
taken upon this subject at the town meeting this year. 

We would call the attention of the town to what we cannot 
but regard as bad policy in respect to voting taxes. The tax 
voted last year was much too small to pay the current expenses 
and debts to fall due during the year ; and the stringency of the 
money market has made it next to impossible to obtain money 
to make up for the deficiency of taxes. Unless a more liberal 
tax is voted in the future than in the year or two past, the town 
mast necessarily soon have to pay great expense in the way of 
costs of litigation, The patience of town creditors is well nigh 
exhausted. 

Owing to the feeble health of D. S. Chatterton, Esq., the for- 
mer collector, he has been unable to complete the collection of 
old taxes, and to close his account. We understand he will 
bring the matter before the town at the town meeting, and request 
some action therein. 

A reference to the list of orders drawn by the Selectmen 
during the year, which is hereto appended, will show a settle- 
ment of an unusual amount of old claims against the town.

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OVERSEER OE THE POOR. 


The Overseer of' the Poor closed his account on the 15th of 
February, and settled and paid all outstanding claims against his 
department coming to his knowledge to that date. And paid the 
man in charge of the farm and the physician’s bills to the first of 
April, 1868. 

The total amount expended for the support of tfce poor, not 
including the overseer’s salary, is $3,307 23. 

The increase of expenses is mainly due to the high price of 
provisions and the severity of the winter. 

There have been admitted in the Poor House during the year, 
36 different persons ; the greatest number at any one time was 
24, there are now at the, house 13 — 7 adults and 6 children. 
There has been but one death at the house during the year, and 
comparatively little sickuess. 

Outside the Poor House, I have rendered aid to over 80 
different persons ; the most of them are widows with families, 
and a large share of the expense is caused by sickness. You 
herewith find a list of persons who have received such aid, and 
the amount to each name annexed, amounting to $1,716 03. 

There was drawn from the Treasury $225 to pay for yoke of 
oxen for farm, which were afterwards sold for $225, and the 
money returned to the Treasury. 

There has been two cows bought for the farm at a cost of 
$96. A town order was drawn for that amount and the cows are 
now on the farm.
